THE PROPOSED REDUCTION ON 
FOURTH-CLASS MATTER. 


CONSIDERABLE opposition has been elicited 
from men well known in the postal service to the 
bill now before the House Committee on Post 
Offices and Post Roads, which provides for the 
merging of the third and fourth classes of mail 
matter, and their transportation at the uniform 
rate of one cent for every two ounces, This bill 
is of importance, not only to merchants interested 
in the transportation of small merchandise, but 
from the fact that it involves delicate questions 
as to the aims and policy of the Postal Depart- 
ment of the Government. Under the present 
law third-class matter consists of books, pam- 
phlets, circulars and other similar matter wholly or 
partially in print; while fourth-class matter—on 
which the present rate is 1 cent an ounce—em- 
braces merchandise, samples and goods of all 
descriptions. The limit of weight on a package 
of either third or fourth class matter is four 
pounds, 

Those in favor of the merging of. these two 
classes of mai] matter quote the example of the 
English and other European governments which 
have included transportation of many kinds of 
merchandise in their cheap postal service; but the 
difference in the distances to be traversed, and the 
contrast between the American and European 
spirit of government, render this example of 
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less immediate value than would otherwise be 
the case, 

There are numerous objections to the bill, 
the most valid and general of which was clearly 
stated in 1875 by George S. Bangs, then Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Railway Mail Ser- 
vice, whose opinion holds good to-day. He 
said: ‘‘ By reference to the tabular statement 
it will be seen that the only matter which pays 
a profit to the government is that of the first 
class—written correspondence. There is here an 
annual profit of more than $4,000,000, But on 
regular newspapers and periodicals the loss is 
nearly $7,000,000, and on miscellaneous mat- 
ter more than $4,000,000. Now I presume that 
it will be agreed that the ‘ privileged matter’ of 
the mails ought to be that which pays the best. 
This is but common business sense. Next in 
point of favor is that which does most for the 
dissemination of intelligence. This on account of 
the public good. It is worth while, it is often 
sound political wisdom, to pay a tax for the pro- 
motion of a great public good. We have, then, 
properly and logically, as ‘ privileged matter’ of 
the mails, all private correspondence and all 
publications—newspapers and periodicals—which 
treat of the events, opinions and ideas of the 
times. No one will dispute that the mails ought 
to carry these as cheaply as possible. I believe 
it is but common sense that right there the line 
should be drawn, and that articles outside of those 
embraced in written correspondence and publi- 
cations pertaining to current events should, as 
near as practicable, pay their own way in the 
mails of the United States.” 

This is direct and to the point, and it is on this 
principle that the bill is condemned by many ex- 
perienced in the postal service, who strongly 
believe in the unwisdom of requiring the govern- 
ment to become a carrier of general merchandise. 
There is little doubt but that the probable effects of 
the bill on the postal revenues and the mail service 
will be carefully considered, and whether this 
measure becomes a law or not, the more these 
questions are brought to public attention, and 
subjected to general discussion, the sooner will 
we have efficient and worthy reforms in the de- 
partments of the government.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Joun CALVIN Moss, inventor of the first prac- 
ticable photo-engraving process and head of the 
Moss Engraving Company, died on the 8th inst., 
at his home, Fifty-fourth Street and Fourth Ave- 
nue, South Brooklyn, N. Y. He was born in 
1836 in Washington County, Pa., and was early 
intended by his parents for the ministry. But he 
felt no incliaation in that direction, and at the age 
of seventeen entered a printing office in Philadel- 
phia, devoting much of his time to the study of 
fine arts. When barely nineteen he married Miss 
Mary A. Bryant, who worked with him in his 
experiments, and to whose aid he attributed much 
of his success. In 1858 he became a photograph- 
er, experimenting in photographic chemistry and 
studying the processes of Daguerre and his prede- 
cessors. Following the attempt of Prof. Grove 
to etch on a Daguerrean plate by means of elec- 
tricity, he made a galvanic battery and entered 
into experiments which resulted in the discovery 
of his photo-engraving process, Realizing the 
value of the invention, in 1863 Mr. Moss and 
his wife came to New York, and for eight years 
had a hard struggle, getting afew orders, but 
meeting active opposition from the wood-en- 
gravers, who feared the new process would de- 
Stroy their trade. In 1871 Moss organized the 
Actinic Company, which was dissolved the fol- 
lowing year. With the aid of a friend he estab- 
lished the Photo-Engraving Company in 1873. 
This was successful, and in 1880 Mr. Moss left 
this company and organized the present Moss 
Engraving Company. His wife is still living, 
and he leaves one son. 


Franc B, WILKIE, a Western journalist and 
one of the old-time war correspondents, died last 
night at his home in Norwood Park, IIl., from 
paralysis of the brain. He was born in Connec- 
ticut sixty years ago, but had lived most of his 
life inthe West. Of late years he had devoted 
his time to writing novels and journalistic experi- 
te a He published under the pseudonym of 

Poliuto” the following: ‘‘ Personal Reminis- 
cences of Thirty-Five Years of Journalism” 
(Schulte & Co.), “Pen and Powder” (Ticknor 
& Lo.), “Great Inventions” (J. A. Ruth & Co.) 
and “‘ The Gambler” (T. S. Denison). 


_JOHN R. SuTER, who died suddenly of heart 


disease on Saturday night, April 9, at 296 Flat- 
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bush Avenue, was one of the representative news- 
dealers in Brooklyn, N. Y. He was born in Lon- 
don forty-six years ago, and had been serving 
newspapers since his arrival in this country, over 
twenty-five years ago. He was one of the 
organizers of the Brooklyn Newsdealers’ Protec- 
tive Association and the founder of the Mews- 
dealer and Stationer. 


BRIGADIER-GENERAL THOMAS WILLIAM SWEE- 
NEY, who died on the roth inst., began his career 
as apprentice in the publishing house of Alfred 
Pell & Co., of New York, in 1837. 


Dr. AARON P, MILLER, a well-known journalist, 
died on the oth inst., at the age of sixty-five. 
His latest engagement was with the Cassell Pub- 
lishing Company, and this was just ended a short 
time before he was attacked with his fatal illness.

His speech and manner are as blustering 
as the wildest March day. He is tenacious to 
irritation by disposition. His commercial fol- 
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lowing lies in the direction of an iron foundry. 
His hobby is boxing, and he is considered one of 
the cleverest boxers outside of the profession. 
His friendships are among the men of the stage 
and of the ‘ring.’ To Mr, Dawson’s credit it 
should be said, however, that his interest in 
pugilistic matters is entirely from a scientific 
standpoint. He is an athlete by nature and in 
physique.” 


AT the last monthly meeting of the Papyrus 
Club, of Chicago, Mr. Ed. Ackermann read a 
paper on the ‘‘ Organization of the German 
Book Trade,” which we hope to print in an early 
issue of the WEEKLY. Mr. Ackermann is one of 
the founders of the Papyrus Club, which was 
formed last year by a number of booksellers. 
publishers, authors and artists, with the object of 
furthering the interests of Chicago as a literary 
centre and promoting a closer co-operation be- 
tween all connected with the book trade. In his 
address, Mr. Ackermann pointed out the high 
standard of the German bookseller, the high ed- 
ucational mission of the business when rightly 
considered, the necessity of raising the American 
book trade to the highest standpoint, and the 
great value of clubs and associations as a means 
of better general education for book clerks inthe 
lines of their trade. In advocating the estab- 
lishment of Chicago as a literary centre he sug- 
gested that this might be accomplished by insti- 
tuting a booksellers’ and publishers’ clearing- 
house in that city, with the co-operation of the 
general bookselling and publishing trade of the 
United States. The meeting was held in the 
club-rooms in the Auditorium Building, to which 
Mr. Ackermann presented two fine coats of arms 
of the book trade.
